26, page 552, which provides that suitable medals be struck at the United States mint in 
commemoration of the perils encountered by the officers and men of the “JEANNETTE 
ARCTIC EXPEDITION”, as an expression of the high esteem in which Congress holds their 
services in the said expedition, and that one of the said medals be presented to each of the 
survivors of the said expedition and one to the heirs of each of the deceased members, the 
Department has prepared designs, drawings of which are herewith inclosed, as follows: 

Plate I. Design on obverse side, inscription on reverse side, and the actual size of medal 
and ribbon. 

Plate II. Enlarged drawing of face to facilitate the work of the engraver. 

Plate III. Design for the clasp. 

Section 4 of the same act appropriated a sufficient sum for the above purpose out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, and I have the honor to request that 33 of 
these medals be struck at the mint, 8, including clasp, in gold, and 25, including clasp, in silver.
